A road riding club in the Midlands 
is very much exercised aa to whether 
they shouli allow riders of free wheels 
to compete in their road races, and for 
the present, at any rate, have decided 
that they shall not. It seems that 
competitors complain that a free 
wheeler, beirg unable to back pedal, 
and only able ta stop his machine by 
brake power, does so suddenly, and not 
by degrees, consequently others who 
are riding close behind him find them- 
selves riding into him. I do not quite 
see myself why a man cannot stop his 
machine as gradually by means of a 
brake as by back pedalling, but it 
seems that some very ser.ous eccidents 
have occurred by reason of thia, and, 
as I say, for the time being the club 
in question has prohibited free wheels 
in their road races, although they do 
not by any means consider the matter 
closed, but reserve to themselves the 
right to reopen the question at any 
time. 


The question of brakes is going to be 
& big one next yer as there can be no 
dou nearly every machine 
will be fitted with a free wheel, which, 
of course, necesitates one, if not two 
brakes. We are all, I think, agreed 
that a front wheel tyre brake is more 
or less of a necessity, but the question 
arises as to the form of the wheel 
brake, and on this subject there is 
at diversity of opinion. I myeclf 
ieve in a back pe 115 1 hub brake, 
bnt with this there is the disadvantage 
of not being able to wheel the machine 
backwards which is often n great nuis- 
ance. A rim brake which, of course, 
is the most popular, but if the rim 
gets the least little bit out of the true, 
which verv often happens, then the 
the application of the brake leads to a 
jumpiness which is most unpleasant, 
and with many people very unnerving. 
I should be glad to have the opinion 
my readers on this brake question, 
and I will endeavour to classify the 
opinions given with a view of being 
of some assistance to those who have 
not yet made up their minds as to 
the class of brake that they ifitend to 
order on their next year's machine.
